MR. ROGEHS WAS IRKED 
W. P. Rogers. maiittRcr of Sun Valley, served 
notice on the Idaho Dally statesman Sunday 
night that distribution of the Bolae ncwo- 
pnper would bo prohibited at the resort there- 
after became of a story which oppcarod In the 
publication that day. 

Tho atory had to do with Prlcdl Pfcircr, 
alien Austrftln head of Sun Valley's sltl school, 
who haa tcalgned his position and gone to 
Salt Lake City, because of resentment follow- 
(nc his return from Fort Lincoln, N. D., an 
alien detention camp, where he ond several 
others Irom Sun Valley were taken lollowlng 
an FBI round-up after the Pearl harbor In- 
cident. 

Included among other dotallfl which It aald 
It "could report aa truth," the Statesman 
pointed out In effect that two government 
agencies had worked at cross purposes In the 
CBse; that Union Pacific officials had written 
one ot the boards, vouching for Pfelfcr's char- 
acter; that tho sltlmclstors, Pfdler Included, 
wetff entrenched voluminously litfFBI tiles by 
the time the war exploded; tha'for months 
FBI Bumahoes had snooped quietly around 
Sun Valley; that Pfeltcr had been written 
into FBI books as a "dangerous man." and 
that the FBI was disappointed when the 
bearing board set &lin tree. 

It aouns Incredible that the Statesman 
would not hav6 been sure of Its facts before 
publishing o story of this kind. Inasmuch as 
"If iiert&ined' to a serious circumstance In 
which the FBI woa involved. 

■Furthermore, no newspaper in the Inter- 
mountaln west has leaned farther over back- 
wards to plug ^or Sun Valley— pictures, pub- 
licity and everything Included— which should 
moke It all tho more apparent that the 
Statesman was motivated by no other pur- 
pose than doing a good job of reporting. 

No doubt, the Union Pacific's face was red' 
when tho FBI made Its round-up. and It would 
much prefer to have the Pfelfor Incident soft- 
pedaled, but tlio'Sun Valley management 
went to unreasonable lengths when it closed 
Its doors to legitimate news, even though such 
news may have been embarrassing. In this 
country, newspaper readers still have reason 
to believe they will be given a true cross-sBc- 
tJon of all news developments, the bad with 
the gpod — not Just milk and honey. 

Yesterday, President Jeffers countermand- 
ed the order by directing Mr. Rogers to "con- 
tinue handling the Statesman as In the past." 
That Is good, lor otherwise the "action mny 
have done Mr, Rogers and Sun Valley con- 
siderably more harm than good.
